Q U E B E C , Aug. 21.—The preserva­ 


tion and exportation of whale meat is 


coming a big industry in parts of 
the gulf of St. Lawrence. 
For some 
time past the fishermen of Gaspe have 
been iii the habit of salting down por­ 
tions of the meat of the whale for 
their own use when short of other 
food, but now it is found that the ar­ 
ticle is eagerly consumed by some of 
the South American peoples and con­ 
sequently it is becoming quite an arti­ 
cle of commerce. 
One company 
has established 
a 
large plant on an island in the region 
known as Seven islands, in the north 
of the gulf of St. Lawrence, and main­ 
tains a regular whaling steamer to kill 
and tow in the whales to the factory. 
Two species of whales are taken, the 
humped back and the sulphur bottom. 
They are so plentiful that there is no 
trouble in killing and towing to the 
factory one a day, which is all that 
the present capacity of the factory 
can accommodate. 
Each whale is val­ 
ued at about $2,000. so that the busi­ 
ness is a very lucrative one. 
Formerly all the flesh went 
into 
guano, which is worth $50 to $35 a 
ton. 
Now. however, the prime meat 
is all salted down for food and excel­ 
lent eating it makes, too, for those 
who like it, many contending that it 
is superior to the coarser grades of 
beef salted in barrels, especially when 
used in stews and h a s h e s or served up 
as corned beef. 
China is said to offer an excellent 
market for the meat, but at present 
the initial company in the St. Law­ 
rence, which is likewise to he followed 
by several other-, has a demand for 
all that it can ship to South America.

FIND GRAYES IN 
CHURCH FOUNDATION 


H O V E R , Wash., Aug. 21.— It ha 
just been discovered that the present 
townsite of the village of H over was 
once an Indian burying ground. While 
the excavations were being made for 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church 
the 
workmen unearthed 
several 
Indian 
relics, among them being tomahawks, 
beads, peace 
pipes, and 
peculiarly 
shaped copper dishes, which resemble 
ordinary bone dishes. 
T h e strangest 
articles brought 
to 
light, however, 
were a dozen or more large copper 
spheres about the size of a baseball, 
and which were strung together by 
copper chains. 
Dangling from each 
ball is a spangle about two inches in 
diameter, 
and 
each 
contains 
hiero­ 
glyphics unknown to any of the per­ 
sons who have seen the chain, which 
has been purchased by Theodore J. 
Kersten of Moran prairie, Spokane, 
and taken to his home. 
Mr. Kersten, who has spent consid­ 
erable time in archaeological research 
in Minnesota and other middle west­ 
ern fields, says the chain is undoubted­ 
ly the work of the Aztecs. 
It is sup­ 
posed that the chain was carried bv 
the Aztecs up along the Pacific coast 
and captured by the Indians during 
one of their raids and kept as a trophy 
of war. 
Mr. Kersten tells the Spo- 
kanesman-Review correspondent that 
he purposes, sending the chain to M e x ­ 
ico to be examined by experts for 


their opinion. 
Th e ancient burial place in which 
this strange emblem of an early race 
was hidden is the prettiest site along 
all Columbia, according to the state­ 
ments of the old rivermen. 
I’ rom a 
bank of ten feet at the water's edge it 
gradually rises iii a gentle slope untiY 
it meets the foothills of the Hors* 
Heaven country. 
Indians who occasionally are now 
seen at points along the valley say 
that the great Horse Heaven country 
received its name from the tact that 
the Indians had selected what is now 
the present site of H over as the hap­ 
py hunting ground for their horses. 
It was also at this point that Clarke 
stopped for his great feast with the 
friendly tribes before continuing on 
his way down the river to the sea.
